To get fair tests it is necessary 
that the sampfe be tahtn from a 
bulk lot alter a thore«gh nuziag 
ol the seeds. Samples oi red clover 
■aplinj{ clover, alsike clover, alfalfa, 
orchard tfaMi l^nglish blue-grass 
and rye grass should contain two 
ounces each.
